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Health and Diet Advice

HIVES 


During the summer many people are troubled 
with the appearance of a rash on the skin, accom- 
panied by intense stinging, burning sensation. The 
swellings are in the form of wheals and they may 
in size from that of a pinhead to that of a 
-dollar; usually they appear quickly, last for a 
short time, and disappear abruptly. 

Hives are also called Nettle Rash and Urticaria. 
he name of Nettle Rash arises from the fact that 
nettles are covered with stinging hairs and secrete 
a poisonous fluid which upon touching the skin 
will cause wheals. The medical name of Urticaria 
comes from the Latin word meaning nettle, so that 
he names Nettle Rash and Urticaria both mean th 
same thing, and refer to a case of Hives due to 
touching nettles. A curious cause of Hives is found 
in some parts of Switzerland where the hairs from 
a certain kind of caterpillar bring on such a severe 
attack of Hives that people cannot live in these 
districts, and if they try it, every person suffers, 
an epidemic of Hives being the result 

Most people believe that certain cause 
Nettle Rash and susceptible to the disorder 
may blame the attack on a number of articles of 
diet @ ones most commonly blamed being straw- 
berries and shellfish. However, my observation has 
been that common attack of Hives is due to a dis- 
ordered metabolism, coming on after a meal of 
unusually bad food combinations. There is almost 
always present some chroni¢ irritation of the 
digestive tract

The main symptoms of Nettle Rash are the red 
swellings, which are frequently white at 
rst and turn an angry red when scratched, and 
the severe itching, which induces a raking of the

In Ontario, the annoyance of youths using their own « 
hired cars as weapons to threaten all who did not move 
smartly out of their path, has resulted in the formation of a 
Pedestrians’ Rights Association of Ontario. It has been 

given a charter by the Ontario government. 

Just how the pedestrians’ rights are to be protected 
not very clear. If there were more judges of the mind of 
Mr. Justice W. A. Macdonald of British Columbia, ready 
to give smart judgments on autoists who show no regard 
for the rights of pedestrians, it would greatly help the work 
of the association 

As a moral force, it might be a good thing to establish 
an association in every province of Canada, and develon 
public opinion on behalf of those whose daily choice so 
often is to be numbered with the quick or the dead. 

A movement of this kind would go far to reduce the 
number of fatalities from motorists. In England where 
they average 18 per day, one of the members of the House 
of Lords referred to the casualties as those of “a class war.” 
He proposed an insurance scheme for the benefit of the 
pedestrians or their heirs. 

In United States, last year, deaths from auto accidents 
numbered 31,000 or nearly as many Americans as were 
killed in action in the Great War. 

That auto fatalities can be entirely eliminated is im- 
possible. But there ts no need to add to the risks of auto- 
mobiling by negligence of the rights of pedestrians. Any 
driver who makes a practice of disregarding the rights and 
dignity of pedestrians ought not to be allowed at the wheel 
of a car.
